An American Supper in Hungary. 

One day we prepared an American 
feast for ottr Hungnriati friends, who 

were curious to see what some of our 
difthes were like. "You mii8t give us 
Boston beans and brown bread," said 
one who had heard of these Yankee del- 
icfioie.s ; *• aiid a pie," chimed in niiother. 
Our facilities were not of the beat, but 
we set a snpper that had the virtoe of 
variety if no other. In vaiu we searched 
tlie china-shops for individual butter- 
plates and small sauce-dishes ; they were 
unknown, and for the first we snbsti- 
tut-ed color-pauiv rr4, wliicli are very sim- 
ilar in shape auu size, but they proved a 
puzzle to our guests. They were quite 
shocked, too, to see the food set upon 
the table. 

I grieve to state that they were n<jt 
enthnsiastio over this National meal, for 

it may neem to cast a refl-'Ction upon its 
cooks. Most gingerly they tasted our 
beautifully browned beans, remarking 
casually that it was a pity to so spoil 
beans, w}ien thoy made so excellent a 
salad. They actually *' turned up their 
noses" at our delicious broim oread, 
which they were sure was heavy ; the 
raw dre.-sed t jmat'.>es they s-iut away, 
lest they i)oi8ou the air ; the chicken- 
salad they deigned to say might l)e good 
if the chicken had been left out. The 
American nie they thought misht be 
eatable, had it been baked in small pans, 
and without a top crust ; and our crftp, 
delioat", warm rolls they refused to eat 
for tweiity-four hours, lest they perish 
at (moe. Our roast beef they declined 
because it had not })een boiled ; but the 
Saratoga potatoes ! Budaspeth may yet 
erect to us a monument, because we In- 
troduced there "Saratoga chips," for 
they ti<:kk'd tiie Hungarian palate, and 
produced a sensi.^iou that satislied us. 

But, as a whole, our American feast 
starved tht'm. This they frankly made 
known, and we a ijourned to a neighbor- 
ing ViV ^*^>ra^o?^ to satisfy their hunger. 
This is what we had there : An ox-tail 
soup, full of duinplingB ; a dish of green 
peas and rice boiled together, eaten with 
grated cheese: small ••turnover" pies, 
filled with sour 'MMiafr*'. j^ork aiid curry ; 
a chiekcn cooked with sour cream and 
pnprica^ which is the reddest of red 
l)epijer ; a salad dressed with suiitlower 
oil; some f^rnnnf (xoWb) stuffed with 
ix)ppy-st;ed8 stewed with milk and 
honey, and, to end with, a Cheese, mixed 
on the table, made of cream cheese, but- 
ter, cavaire, garlic and capers. But one 
could eat almost anything helped by 
such Tokay wine us one only gets in

AtiiletiG Training. 

Manly esercise, or what is sometimes 
called " n»us( u'ar education" is practiced 
at all of our colleges, but the art ot 
physical development in modem times 
is still in its infancy as compared with 
the customs of the Greeks. * Oscai 
Browning says : "By the time the fonr* 
teenth year was completed the Greek 
boy would have l)egun to devote himsell 
seriously to the practice of athletics. 
The ardor shown in this parsuit by the 
Greeks and Romans is often used as an 
argumeut tor our exaggerated devotion 
to them at the present day. There is 
no doubt that by the double attention 
to the welfare of mind and body, the 
Gh^eks became the moiit beautiful as 
well as the most gifted of mankind. 
Rut it is a < lue.stion whether in our mod- 
ern race alter cups aud colors we are 
following the Greeks at all, and lioi 
rather the factions of the Boman cirons, 
and the corrui)tion of the lower empire. 
Much as the Crreeks prized athletic dis- 
tinction, they held professional athletes 
in very little honor. They would have 
regarded with contempt' a gentleman 
who thought it a desirable obieot in life 
to be a prize-fighter, a game-keeper, or 
a coachman. The antagonism between 
work aud games was a practical dif- 
ficulty to them, as it is to us. It was in- 
deed ni the pala«tra that Socrates found 
his readiest hearers, and dispensed his 
absfrasest lore. Can we imagine a dia- 
logue such as the ' Theeetetus * being 
held in an English cricket-ground, with 
the players waiting for their innings ? 

Enripidftg ucnoutt09S the race of 
athletes in strong language, and there 
are other ligns that in his time the 
dangef^ tletr excessive oultivstioA was 
'tiaifig recognised. The enthusiasm 
shown by Homer and Pindar for bodily 
strength had become weaker in tU^ daya 
of Pericles. The Greeks did not Hiink, 
as wo are apt to, that athleticB ate the 
best guarantee for maulinesa of cliarac- 
tara,(id the best safeguard MW^effeb- 
inacy. They knew that tnllBmd and 
l>ody cannot be profitably exercised at 
the same time, and t^l, thfj; ^4^d.an^ 
not the body is the seat of higher aspira- 
tions. The Bpartaas whosd^ names nave
